Object of New Western Flour Mill 
—Panama Canal a Factor

A policy of extending for future 
business rather than for immediate 
profits was enunciated by Hon, D, C, 
Cameron, President of the Maple Leaf 
Milling Company, at the annual meet- 
ing of shareholders the other day. 
Mr. Cameron stated that particular

“On account of the great growth in 
western Canada, and the ysrobability 
that when the Panama Canal !s open 
for traffic, some of our western grain 
will find an outlet by the Pacific Coast, 
your directors have secured a most 
valuable property in the city of Medi!- 
cine Hat, a concession of natural gas 
free, also exemptions, for the purpose 
of erecting a milling plant to take 
care of the western business, and also 
to put the company in a position to 
do a trade in the far east.”

Baseball 


A.A.U> Meeting 


A meeting of the Amateur Ath 
letic Union of Calgary was held n- 
Saturday evening, when the Gleichen 
tournamentand other matters were 
under discussion. It was agreed 
to raise the suspension of the three 
Calgary senior baseball teams, it 
being stated that they did not 
consider the taking of a collection 
at the games with Strathmore a 
violation of amateur rules. It was 
laid down, however that in future 
it wus to be regarded. It was 
agreed to consider the applicat- 
ions for amateur reinstatement of 
the five Calgary players who took 
part in the Gleichen tournament, on 
condition that they produced affidav- 
its showing that they had not re- 
ceived any money for their services. 

The rule against collections will 
mean that if any Calgary teams 
come to Strathmore again they will 
have to pay their own travelling and 
hotel expenses, which they are not 
very likely to do, which means 
that there will probably be no more 
ball games with Calgary teams in 
Strathmore this season, 

The following is a report of the 
proceedings from Monday's News- 
Telegram. 

Important business was transact- 
eb at Saturday night's meeting of 
the board of Governors of the 
Alberta branch of the A.A.U. of C., 
at the Y.M.C.A. 

The suspension of three Calgary 
teams, the Vics, Athletics and 
Knights of Columbus, for participat- 
ing in games at Strathmore, which 
team played professionals, was the 
first business. It was clearly shown 
by the witnesses heard that the 
teams did nct know they were vio- 
lating amateur rules as no admission 
fee was charged at Strathmore, only 
a collection taken. 

To meet this, it was ruled that 
the Governors will in future, con- 
sider the taking of a collection the 
same as a gate admission in deal- 
ing with future cases affecting 
amateur standing. The three were 
then reinstated in good standing 
and warned to be careful in seeing 
that all members of opposing teams 
have cards in the A.A.U. 

The matter of the six Calgary 
players who took part in the Gleichen 
tournament was next considered, 
It being shown that the Dowdell 
who played was not the Calgary 
player of that name, his suspension 
was lifted. 

Percy Smith was heard and said 
that he had no idea he was to play 
with or against professionals when 
he went to Gleichen. When he 
found Frink was to play against 
him he wanted to drop out, but 
finally he agreed to play so as not 
to leave the team ‘‘in a hole.” 

C. Ward of the Y.M.C.A., gave 
similar evidence and said that he 
did not know that he was violating 
any A.A.U, rule, Asked if he had 
not read the declaration when sign- 
ing for his card, he said that Dr 
Dawson had simply shoved a paper 
in tront of him, told him to sign 
and he had done so without read- 
ing it. 

Besse, Valiant and Rowe were not 
present to be heard and it was fin- 
ally decided, on motion of Harry 
Ballantyne, that applications for 
raising of the suspension of Smith, 
Rowe, Valiant, Besse and Ward 
will be considered upon production 
of affidavits that they received no 
movey for participating in the 
Gleichen tournment. 

Mr Ballantyne made it clear that 
this does not mean that the players 
will be immediately reinstated, but 
that application will be considered, 
They are now merely suspended and 
their cards have not yet been can- 
celled.

Alberta College 


Alberta College is one of the 
oldest educational] institutions in the 
Province of Alberta, It was found- 
ed in June 1913 by J. H. Riddell, 
B. A., B.D., at that time Professor 
in Wesley College Winnipeg, The 
classes were held in a room over 
Johnstone Walker's Store on Jas- 
per Avenue, October 5th, 1903, and 
within a short time two extra teach- 
ers were required, one of them be- 
ing Mr. C. E, Race, B. A., C. Avy 
now Registrar of the University of 
Alberta. 

Alberta College has not confined 
itself to any one department, but 
has always endeavored to help ev- 
ery student who has sought its aid. 


An Academic Course was first estab- 
lished. This was followed closely 
by Commercial, Music, Vocal Ex- 
pression, Physical Cultur and 
Matriculation Courses. Until 
1908 the College was affiliated with 
McGill University, and the first 
two years of the Arts Course were 
undertaken. In 1908 when the 
Univerity for Alberta was establish- 


ed, the College became affiliated 
with the Provincial Institution, and 
sent its students to the University 
for their Arts work. In 1909 
Theology was added to the course ot 
studies and in the spring of igi! 
this work was transferred to the 
South Side Coilege. Last year two 
other departments, Domestic Sci- 
snce and Art were added and the 
results were most encouraging. 

lhe number of students has in- 
creased at a rapid rate, The reg- 
istration for the first year was 73, 
while last year the enro!ment in all 
departments in the North Side 
College was over eight hundred, 
and over two hundred in the South 
Side College. 

Owing to the rapid expansion 
and phenomenal development of the 
work on both sides of the river, it 
was thought advisable to separate 
the work of the two Colleges. This 
was done, and a new Board 
was formed to carry on the work on 
the South side, while the old 
Board remains in control of the The- 
ological and Preparatory College 
on the University Grounds, 

The new Board while carrying on 
the work of the College on the 
North Side for the present year, 
hope to transfer it in the near future 
to the recently acquired site of 125 
acres on the Warner Estate, which 
is beautifully situated on the South 
bank of the Saskatchewen River. 
Plan are being made at present for 
the erection of buildings where in 
addition to the works already taken 
in the various departments there 
will be added courses in techni- 
cal and industrial education, 

Since Alberta College opened its 
doors ten years ago, over four thou- 
sands students have been enrolled in 
the different departments, These 
have gathered here from all points 
of the compass for a period of 
preparation and have gone to play 
their part in the upbuilding of em- 
pire in our great Dominion,

Over 1200 wood-using industries in 
Ontario contributed the data for a bul- 
letin on this inuustry now being is- 
sued by the Forestry Branch, Ottawa. 
Thirty four different kinds of wood 
are being used by these industries 
and the detailed information regard- 
ing the various uses to which such 
woods are put, should be of consider- 
able value not only to the manufact- 
urer by showing new means of waste! 
disposal, but also to the house holder 
by indicating what native woods are 
best fitted to replace the more expen- 
sive imported stock, for Interior de- 
coration, furniture and flooring. 

he bulletin also shows incidental- 
ly the increasing poverty of Ontario 
with regard to the more valuable work 
woods Almost half of the thirty- 
four kinds of wood used are obtained 
principally from outside sources and} 
three and one half million dollars are 


jannually sent out of the province for 


imported woqd stock, The imported 
oak alone costs one million six hun- 
thousand dollars annually, for

THE 


“Tax Exemption and 
Rural Schools 


The present stringency is bringing 
the question of tax exemption 
strongly to the fore, and consider- 
able attention is being given to it. 
The Albertan, in a recent issue, 
cites the case of Irricana and 
Crowfoot Schools, the former hav- 
ing been compelled to be run by 
private subscription, and the latter 
to close down altogether, tor lack 
of tunds. These are not the only 
There is hardly a school 
district in the Bow Valley which is 
not experiencing difficulty in finan- 
cing owing to exemptions, and a 
number are entirely closed down, 
while the children in these districts 
are being denied the education 
which is their right under the laws 
of the country. 

The matter 1s one which should 
be taken up by the Provincial and 
Dominion governments has soon 
as possible. It is a crime that 
many children should be handicapp- 
ed in the struggle for life by a 
defective education, and that the 
ordinary farmers and taxpayers 
should have to bear the extra 
burden placed upon them by the 
Governments for the benefit of 
wealthy corporations. Provincial or 
Dominion aid must be given, and 
given soon. When a_ school is 
closed down the injustice to the 
taxpayer is even greater than when 
it is running, for he has got to pay 
taxes to meet the debentures, and 
for upkeep, and he is gelting 
nothing in return at all. 

Following is the article referred 
to: 

As a legacy left them by the bon- 
using policy under which the C. P. 
R. received its land grants with tax 
exemption for twenty years from 
the date of the selection of its lands, 
the farming communities of the irri- 
gation district are finding them- 
selves greatly embarrassed in their 
efforts to maintain schools. In 
consequence of the difficulty, the 
Irricana school] has beer closed as a 
publi¢ school, aud is being carried 
on under private subscription, while 
the schools in the Crowfoot and 
Goderich districts have been com- 
pelled to close altogether. 

The difficulty arises out of the ex- 
emption of C, P. R. land from tax- 
ation, which exemption extends to 
all purchasers of the C. P R. land 
who purchase under agreement of 
sale, and who are exempted until 
such a time as their lands are paid 
for and title is passed to them. 
Because of the fact that there are so 
many landowners in the three dis- 
tricts who are exempted, and the 
number who are subjected to taxa- 
tion is so small and their acreage so 
limited, that it is impossible to raise 
sufficent funds by taxation to carry 
on the schools, 

The Irricana schoo] ran out of 
funds derived from the regular 
sources last April, and it became ne- 
cessary to close the school as a pub- 
lic institution, and in ordet to car- 
ry the school on, funds have been 
raised by private subscription. It 
is stated in this connection that 
many of the contributors are poor 
people working for wages who can 
ill afford to contribute, but who are 
doing so rather than see the chil- 


cases. 


dren of the district go without 
school. 

The Crowfoot district school has 
only been open for ten months 


in the past four years, and as the 
debeature interest and the time the 
school has been in operation so far 
this year has consumed all the avail- 
able tunds for the year, there is no 
prospects of the district being able to 
find funds with which ot hire a 
teacher the rest of the year. 

In the Goderich district the school 
closed at the end of the regular 
June term, and won't be able to op- 
en for a year, as it will require all 
the available funds for that time to 
meet the obligations of the district. 

The minister of has 
been appealed to for a special grant, 
and J. P. McArthur, member of the 
legislature for Gleichen, is interest- 
ing himself in an effort to find a 
solution of the difficulty, but thus 
far a way out has not been found,

Manitoba, Saskatchewan, or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-agency for the district. En ry be 
proxy may be made at any agency, on certain cops 
ditions by father, mother, son, daughter brother of 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties~Six months’ residence upon and cutiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years A home. 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
on a tarm of at least 80 acres solely owned and oc- 
cupied by him or by his fathe: mother, son, daugh- 
ter, brother or sister. . 

In certain districts a homesteacerin good cr | 
may pre-empt a quareer-section aiongside his h 
stead.
